Who's Master Now? 


There is something rather frightening 
in the New York Racing Association's 
announcement (see page 1487) that it 
is the first race track to put into use 
an IBM RAMAC 305 Computer. The 
NYRA makes a point of the fact that 
the RAMAC 305 is being used to “help 
the men who balance the books.” but it 
seems to us only a matter of time before 
RAMAC 306 or RAMAC 307 will be 
balancing the books. and man’s principal 
function will be only to nourish the thing. 
to keep the springs taut and the green 
eyes sparkling. 

“We do not believe in standing in the 
way of progress (privately. however. we 
were a trifle anxious for Enos). but we 
understand little of how the New 
Yorker's George Ryall feels when pri- 
vately curses the pari-mutuel machines. 

There is something exciting about Louis 
Wolger’s counting rooms in New York- 
two or three score shirtsleeved) men at 
well lighted long tables effortlessly doing 
sums on incredibly long tally sheets and. 
in moments of repose. exchanging quips 
and telling men’s stories. These are effi- 
cient men. well trained to their jobs. and 
in their own way they are as colorful as 
Ryall’s bookmakers. 

We dread seeing this crew give away 
toa battery of blinking. snarling. popping. 
wheezing electrical circuits. vomiting sta- 
tistics at the touch of a plastic button 
and feeding again on raw numbers spoon- 
ed into it by two disinterested creatures 
in formless white frocks with NYRA em- 
broidered on the back.

We wished 
to indicate that anyone interested in look- 
ing through it was welcome to do so. but 
we must not have made this clear. Several 
letters arrived asking for a copy. and we 
did not have extra copies to give away. 
We had one catalogue. and anyone was 
welcome to use it—in our library. 


Incidental Intelligence 


All 3-furlong races for 2-year-olds at 
Santa. Anita Park will be limited to 
maidens. There will be no claiming races 
for these youngsters. . . . The Breeders’ 
Sales Company gross sales of 
$9.026.500 in 1961, surpassing its old 
record by $1,441,900. . . . The Illinois 


Racing Board moved Daniel Shannon. 
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supervisor of mutuels. to a new position 
as board secretary. The board of 
trustees of the Washington Horse Breed- 
ers Association approved a $3.000 research 
erant to the Washington State Univer- 
sity College of Veterinary Medicine. 


About 70 of Bert Clark Thayer's pho- 
tographs will be on public display Decem- 
ber 11l-January 12 at the new Arcadia. 
Calif... library. This will be Thayer's first 
public showing on the West Coast. 


A total of 256 horses—63 yearlings of 
1962. 61 horses in training. 128 brooed- 
mares. and four stallions—have been en- 
tered for the Breeders’ Sales Company's 
January 5 auction at Keeneland.

How's That Again? 


Prosperity. like everything else. has its 
degree. Last’ month. when the season's 
business was added up in Illinois. Racing 
Board chairman William S. Miller took 
one look at the totals and wineed. Both 
betting and attendance had set’ records. 
but the commissioner was unimpressed: 
racing had not matched the growth of 
other sports and had. in fact. retrogressed. 
He exhorted the racing associations to 
attract “new blood.” 

A day later Maurice Shevlin wrote. in 
the Chicago Tribune: “There will be many 
explanations for the season’s remarkable 
success. but... here is one which prob- 
ably strikes closer to the ‘cause’ of the 
‘effect’ than any other. . . . Obscured to 
this point... is the fact that a healthy 
atmosphere first had to be created around 
thoroughbred racing. Key to this aura 
is the Illinois Racing Board. . . . It is to 
Gov. Kerner’s credit that he disregarded 
the traditional plucking of political plums 
to name experienced. dedicated men of 
community substance and_ integrity to 
govern an industry which produces such 
great revenue and fame for the state of 
Illinois. The board has been bold in its 
innovations. firm in its administration of 
the law. and far sighted in its allocation 
of racing dates.” 

Shevlin went on to say that the board’s 
“progressive and aggressive approach” 
could not have been accomplished with- 
out the “outstanding co-operation” of the 
Illinois race tracks. His conclusion: “High 
as the standards were in 1961. the team 
work of the racing board. legislature. and 
tracks indicated an even brighter future 
for this ever growing sport.”

Miami. For many of his 16 years as a 
horseman Gus Della Pietra’s primary dis- 
tinction was that he was the first trainer 
to come through the gates when Tropical 
Park opened its stable area each Novem- 
ber. 

But this wasn’t his only distinction. In 
the winter of 1956 he claimed Miss Erlen 
for $6.500. She had lost for as little as 
$3.500. but Gus saw real possibilities in 
her. 

“T looked back at her distaff side. and 
she was by Donatello II. At that time it 
seemed that all the American’ breeders 
were going to Europe and buying Dona- 
tello If mares. Naturally. my thoughts con- 
gealed. and I took her.” 

Miss Erlen improved rapidly under 
Della Pietra’s handling. She moved up to 
allowance company and then. the next 
June. she won the Regret Handicap at 
Monmouth Park. 

“She beat Venomous and such stars as 
that.” Gus said. “Venomous was supposed 
to be the fastest mare in the country out 
of the gate. Miss Erlen opened 4 lengths 
on her—went in :21 and 1. :43 and 3. 
and 9 and 4.” 

Miss Erlen went on to win $55.000 for

Jones for $25.000. 

Two years ago Gus claimed First Fair 
for $12.000 and finished second with him 
in the Broward Handicap. 

Last winter Della Pietra had nothing in 
the barn worth mentioning. But then on 
December 15 he purchased a 3-year-old 
filly named Decline and Fall. by Loser 
Weeper—When in Rome, by Roman. 

A few days later he was walking the 
horse between barns 17 and 18 at Tropi- 
cal, all the while bantering with fellow 
trainer Leo Sierra. 

“Leo.” Gus said, “you will see this 
filly in the Columbiana, the Black Helen. 
the Green Chicken. the Blue Rooster.” 

Sierra shrugged. 

“Remember Miss Erlen.” Gus caution- 
ed. “She got beat for $3.500. and Mr. 
Della Pietra win the Regret with her.” 

“You are a smart man.” said Leo. 

“Not smart.” Gus replied. “Just com- 
mon sense. Adlai Stevenson is smart—an 
intellectual. 'm just a working man.” 

One year and 23 races later, Della Pi- 
etra and Decline and Fall returned to 
Tropical Park. Gus still was “just a work- 
ing man.” His great faith in Decline and 
Fall persisted. but it had been severely

tested. The handsome filly had failed 
win a single race. 

“Pm not discouraged.” Gus insisted, “| 
still believe in her. I know she’s got thy 
class. and I know she'll prove it someday. 

“Don’t forget that she was hooking the 
best fillies in the country in New York 
all summer, and she was right there mo 
of the time. She was second 3 times: shy 
was third 4 times. 

“And it wasn’t easy getting top rider 
in New York. The only kid who gave me 
a break was Rotz. You go to an agent 
and he tells you he’s got to ride Upde. 
grift’s horse. or Lowerbilt’s horse. They 
don’t want to ride for a little guy like 
Della Pietra.” 

Gus was the first trainer to enter 4 
horse for opening day at Tropical. No- 
vember 23, and it was. of course. Decline 
and Fall. 

She went in an allowance race. at @ 
mile and 70 yards, with Mickey Solomone 
up. This time Gus could make no com- 
plaint about the ride. Solomone rated 
Decline and Fall in fourth place down the 
backside. tried to get through on the rail 
turning for home, and finally made it. 
Decline and Fall wearing down Level 
Flight for a half-length victory. 

Eight days later Gus entered Decline 
and Fall in the City of Miami Beach 
Handicap. at the same distance. 

“I'm hoping and I’m praying that this 
will be the one.” Gus said. “I’ve kept 
saying she’s a stakes filly. and this could 
be the spot where she proves it. [ just 
hope I can get Brooks or Hartack to ride 
her.” 

Neither rider was available. and Gus 
settled on veteran Alphonso Coy. 

The field fer the City of Miami Beach 
was a bulky one. headed by Aeroflint and 
Eurasia. As far as Gus was concerned. 
Eurasia was the horse to beat. 

“Em not worried about Aeroflint.” he 
said. “He’s been running good. but not 
against the top horses.” 

Fourteen went to the post and_ there 
was a wild scramble to the first turn. 
Pointer got there first. with Decline and 
Fall close behind in third place. 

In the backstretch Pointer was in front 
by 2. with Decline and Fall going on dog- 
gedly third or fourth position. but 
through the drive Gus’ filly just couldn't 
keep up. She dropped back steadily and 
finished 11th. beating only Call Card. 
Dark Tale. and Hymient. 

Pointer. well rated by Johnny Ruane. 
led by 3 at the eighth pole. but could 
not hold off a powerful stretch run by 
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Eurasia. Herbie Hinojosa, who had been 
boxed in with Eurasia down the back- 
etretch, got clear going to the far turn, 
moved into fourth place on the stretch 
turn. and won it all by a length and a 
half. Pointer held second, 142 lengths in 
front of Im Willing. The latter had closed 
with a furious rush to out-finish favored 
Aeroflint by a nose for third money. Aero- 
flint had made a powerful run. from the 
half-mile-pole to the eighth-pole. moving 
from 13th to fourth, but was a bit short. 

Greentree’s Eurasia, a 5-year-old geld- 
ed son of *“Mahmoud—Europa. by Bull 
Lea. was timed in 1:42. and he _ paid 
$10.80. 

The next morning Della Pietra was un- 
perturbed—the eternal optimist carrying 
his own silver lining. 

“Well, she hung in there—third or 
fourth most of the way.” he said. “And 
she beat Call Card, and Call Card run 
second to Shirley Jones this year. 

“She came out of the race fine. Pll run 
her here a couple more times, and then 
shoot for the filly-and-mare races at Hia- 
leah. She'll make it. Just wait and see.” 

What had decided Della Pietra on buy- 
ing this horse? 

“Well, the prime reason is that her 
breeding was so extraordinary. For peo- 
ple of my standing, it’s hard to get that 
kind of bloodline. A poor man doesn’t 
stand a chance. ordinarily. You have to 
be thankful for people like Vanderbilt 
(breeder of Decline and Fall) and Whit- 
ney and Guggenheim. 

“T remembered When in Rome. a win- 
ner. and she placed in stakes. The thing 
that really caught my eye was that she 
was a half-sister to Next Move. who win 
17 stakes—almost $400,000. I remember 
her vividly at Hialeah. A black filly. com- 
pact little thing—not big but real racey. 
Decline and Fall has the same conforma- 
tion—compact. not big. but an awful big 
heart.” 

Gus was born in Brooklyn “a long time 
ago” but never had raced in New York. 
This year, however. racing secretary Tom- 
my Trotter invited Gus to race at New 
York and Gus accepted. 

A general contractor before he started 
in racing. Gus now devotes all his time to 
his horses. Hunter Lyon. a close friend. 
got him started in racing 15 years ago. 

“Td have to admit [I didn’t make any 
money at it for quite a while. There was 
much to be desired up to 1950. Then a 
Florida-bred. Clabbering Jim. got me 
going pretty good. He run second at a 
mile and five-eighths at Hialeah—when 
everybody said Florida-breds would never 
go that far.” 

Gus’ son John (22) and daughter Caro- 
line (19) work at the barn every day. 
giving Della Pietra the most reliable help 
on the grounds. 

He owns a 14-acre farm across the street 
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from Tropical. which accounts for his 
being the first trainer on the scene each 
year. 

“T guess I’ve been first since about “48. 
One time Hunter Lyon tried to beat me. 
but I brought my horses in the back way 
the night before.”

The Queens County 
added $19,995 to his bankroll. 

Owner Emil Dolce. proprietor of the 
fashionable Lamp Restaurant, in Valley 
Stream, said, “Boy. we were lucky this 
year. My horse had a neck infection and 
had to be operated on. We couldn't run 
the horse until September this year be- 
cause *Don Poggio cut him down in the 
Display Handicap last year at Aqueduct.” 

Dolce said he planned to ship the 
horse to California, in which event the 
stable’s principal objective would be the 
Santa Anita Handicap on February 24. 

Doice said that Manassa Mauler would 
be retired to stud after his California 
campaign. “I don’t know whether I will 
syndicate him or not.” he said. “It depends 
on what is best.” 

Manassa Mauler, named for former 
heavyweight champion Jack Dempsey. was 


bred by Jack Amiel. Dolce claimed him 
from Amiel as a 2-year-old for $12.500. 

Since he bought his first horse 5 years 
ago. business at the Lamp Restaurant has 
increased appreciably, Dolce said. “Race- 
trackers like to come to my restaurant. 
and we have a lot of fun.” 

“T got to give credit to my previous 
trainer Frank (Pancho) Martin.” Dolce 
said. “Every year we showed a profit with 
him. We didn’t believe in losses. Of 
course. we've been pretty lucky with 
claims.” 

Martin was in the stands. watching the 
Queens County. He had given up Dolce’s 
horses 6 weeks before in order to devote 
more time to horses owned by Gustave 
Ring. He was replaced by another Latin- 
American. Louis S. Barrera. of California. 
Since joining Dolce, Barrera has won 7 
races and has been second 9 times. 

Trainer Larry Thompson’s Mail Order 
set the early pace in the Queens County. 
and Cranberry Sauce. never more than a 
head back, raced with him to the head 
of the stretch, then tired. Just inside the 
three-sixteenths-pole. Manassa  Mauler 
came through on the rail. gradually draw- 
ing out to whip Mail Order by two 
lengths. Black Thumper closed well on 
the outside for third money. 


Business Good 


The New York Racing Association 
broke its previous betting and attendance 
records this season. The total handle was 
$544,208.255, for a daily average of $2.- 
473,674. and the total attendance was 5.- 


729,101. for a daily average of 26.015, 

Jockey John L. Rotz won the riding 
championship with 157 winners, and the 
training championship went to Hirsch 
Jacobs with 68 winners. 


Rotz’s Big Day 


November 29 was an eventful day at 
Aqueduct for jockey John L. Rotz. He 
rode 4 winners. including Remsen Stakes 
winner, Figaro Bob, he signed a contract 
to ride for Louis Wolfson’s Harbor View 
Farm. effective January 1, and he clinched 
the riding championship for the 220-day 
New York racing season with 157 winners, 

When Rotz arrived at the track at 11:30 
a.m.. he told his friend. Jack Leonard, “I 
feel pretty good today. man. I’m going to 
ride 5 winners.” 

When Rotz got news of the Harbor 
View contract from his agent Lenny 
Goodman. his brown eyes lit up and he 
did The Twist. “Boy, that’s dynamite.” 
he said. “It’s a very good opportunity, 
It’s the only job I've ever given a thought 
about. Plus. they got my favorite horse 
in the barn, *Wolfram.” 

Ismael Valenzuela had been contract 
rider for Harbor View this year at a 
reported $40,000. Rotz and Goodman did 
not disclose financial terms of their con- 
tract. 

The 26-year-old Rotz. 1 of 3 children. 
was born on a farm near Niantic. II]. He 
is modest. and a pleasing conversationalisi. 
He admits to being a little lazy. “I don’t 
like to ride 7 or 8 a day.” he said. “I like 
to ride 5 or 6.”

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Veterinary 
Virus Research, 
Unsoundness 


A symposium on equine research. spon- 
sored by the Standardbred Breeders Asso- 
ciation. Grayson Foundation. and the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky. was held on the 
afternoon of December 4 in the Animal 
Pathology building on the University of 
Kentucky campus. Lexington. One  hun- 
dred and ninety persons registered for the 
program. 

The first speaker was John T. Bryans. 
D. V. M.. Department of Animal Pathol- 
ogy. U. K. Dr. Bryans gave a brief his- 
torical summary of the early virus and 
bacteriology research program at U. K.. 
beginning in 1907. He said that in 1880 
there was a large outbreak of abortion 
among mares in the Mississippi valley. 
and that it later spread into Kentucky. 
The late Dr. W. W. Dimock and Dr. 
E. S. Good, of U. K.. isolated the bae- 
terium Salmonella abortus-equi and de- 
veloped a vaccine which by 1925 was in 
widespread use in Kentucky. Dr. Bryans 
said that since 1937 the Pathology De- 
partment had found no abortions resulting 
from Salmonella abortus-equi, but the dis- 
ease continues to exist in other states 
and abroad. He advised that the vaccine 
he routinely used for mares. 

In 1922 and again in 1932 outbreaks 
of abortion occurring in central Kentucky 
were not attributable to Salmone!la 
abortus-equi. Dr. Dimock and Dr. P. R. 
Edwards isolated the responsible virus. 
identifying the disease as equine virus 
abortion. but they were unsuccessful in 
their attempts to make the virus grow in 
laboratory animals for the purpose of 
obtaining information necessary to study 
the disease. A vaccine was made from 
the tissue of aborted fetuses. but it later 
proved to be of questionable value. At 
Vanderbilt. University Dr. E. W. Good- 
pasture and Dr. K. Anderson were suc- 
cessful in growing the virus human 
embryonic tissues maintained on the 
membranes of embryonated chicken eggs 
and transferring it to hamsters. but ihey 
were not able to maintain the virus in 
continuous passage. 

In the early 1950’s Dr. E. R. Doll. De- 
partment of Pathology. developed a com- 
plement fixation test. This blood test was 
the first useful laboratory tool for the 
study of the disease. and it helped to 
standardize immunization procedures using 
killed virus vaccine, which had been pre- 
pared from lung tissue of aborted fetuses. 
About 1953 the department was successful 
in its attempts to grow the virus in ham- 
sters. transferring it from one animal to

*Royal Charger Dies 
At Spendthrift Farm 


*Royal Charger. for nearly a decade 
one of the leading sires of race horses in 
North America. died Wednesday night. 
Nevember 29. at Leslie Combs [fs Spend- 
thrift Farm. Lexington. Death was 
attributed to a heart attack. 

The 19-year-old son of Neareco and the 
Solario mare Sun Princess. bred by th: 
late Sir John Jarvis. was only moderately 
successful as a race horse. He was un- 
placed in his first 3 races. then was sec- 
ond in 2 small stakes. At 3 he won the 6- 
furlong Challenge Stakes and was third 
to *Court) Martial and Dante in_ the 
Two Thousand Guineas. and the next 
vear he won the 7-furlong Queen Anne 
Stakes. 

However modest were his accomplish- 
ments on the race course. he was an 
immediate success at stud. His first 2- 
year-olds raced in 1950. and they included 
*Royal Serenade and the filly Sheila’s 
Cabin. In 1952 his get won 51 races in 
England and Ireland, and the best of 
them were the champion filly “Happy 
Laughter. Royal Duchy. best 2-year-old 
filly in Irleand. and *Sea Charger. 

In 1953. coincident with his representa- 
tion in the U. S. by the 2-year-old *Turn- 
to. *Royal Charger was bought from the 
Irish National Stud by Neil S. MeCarthy 
and the late Louis B. Mayer. The price 
was $300.000. The horse was syndicated 
and turned over to Combs. 


“Royal Charger’s first full) American 
crop. foals of 1955, included the champion 
filly Idun. In 1956 he had Royal Orbit. 
Finnegan, Irish Cousin. and Royal Native. 
and in 1957 his get included Irish Lancer. 
In all. he had 24 stakes winners in North 
America at the time of his death. Through 
1960 his runners had won 332 races and 
had earned $3.478.533.

A ‘World-Wide Racing Congress, 
Expanded Promotional Activity 


The house of racing has been made s> 
tidy—in the executive suites. at least— 
that the annual conventions of the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Associations usuzlly are 
quiet occasions where the past is surveyed 
with satisfaction and the future is faced 
with assurance. Official business is trans- 
acted in executive sessions of the direc- 
tors. At one open meeting the representa- 
tives of management listen tolerantly to 
spokesmen for other organizations. The 
rest is well ordered ritual. climaxed by 
awards of various honors. 

At the 20th annual meeting of the 
TRA, held last week in the Plaza Hotel 
in New York, there was no departure. of 
course. from the custom of presenting 
racing at its handsome best. But the 
meeting was enlivened by the brisk pace 
of its energetic president. E. E. Dale 
Shaffer. head of the Michigan Racing 
Association. Aside from the individual 
honors awarded. most of the developments 
of the year and of the convention were 
summarized in Shaffer's presidential ad- 
dress. delivered at the first executive ses- 


sion. on the morning of Monday. Novem- 
her 27. 

After surveying the various accomplish- 
ments of the TRA and its left bower the 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau. 
Shaffer reported:

another. and Dr. Doll developed the virus 
neutralization test. Through this protective 
test. it was possible to more accurately 
measure the immune response occurring 
in naturally infected horses and in horses 
given killed virus vaccine. 

For a long time it had been common 
knowledge that pregnant mares which 
contracted equine influenza were apt to 
abort. Through complement fixation and 
neutralization tests it was established that 
the virus of equine abortion was respon- 
sible for annual outbreaks of mild respira- 
tory disease in foals and weanlings in 
central Kentucky. Furthermore. an equine 
“influenza” virus. which earlier had been 
isolated by Army veterinarians. was proved 
to be identical with equine virus abortion 
virus. In 1953 a second respiratory virus 
of horses was isolated, and it, too, caused 
abortion in mares. The respiratory 
viruses causing abortion were compared. 
Neither is related to the influenza viruses 
of swine or man or to similar viruses 
occurring in diseases of humans or ani- 
mals. Each of the viruses causes specific 
lesions and they are properly named for 
the lesions they produce. The virus which 
had been isolated first was named Equine 
Rhinopneumonitis (it produces a_ febrile 
respiratery catarrh) and the virus iso- 
lated in 1953 was named Equine Arteritis 
virus (it produces damage to the arteries). 

Exhaustive studies of the naturally oc- 
curring Equine Rhinopneumonitis estab- 
lished that the infection did not produce 
a lasting immunity. Experiments also 
established that killed virus vaccine pro- 
duced little or no immune response in 
young horses. Equine Virus Abortion Re- 
search Incorporated sponsored a series of 
live virus immunization experiments in 
pregnant mares. The results of these ex- 
periments. along with the studies of the 
naturally occurring disease. indicated that 
the best method for preventing large 
scale outbreaks of abortion and_ respira- 
tory infection in young horses was by a 
periodic planned exposure to the virus. 
The virus growth in hamsters was shown 
to be an entirely satisfactory source of 
a standard virus inoculation for use in 
an immunization program. 

The vaccination program. as developed 
by Dr. Doll. now calls for vaccination of 
all horses on a farm twice a year. The 
first vaccination should be in June. the 
second late in October or early in No- 
vember. Foals under this program would 
receive 3 vaccinations before going into 
training. giving them the advantage of 
repeated experience. Mares receive their 
first vaccination during early pregnancy 
which is the period safest for experience 


with live virus and receive an immunizing 
booster in the fall. 

“It is not expected that the infection. 
immunization program’ will completely 
control abortion caused by the virus, If 
the program is faithfully followed, j 
should eliminate the explosive outbreaks 
in which 30 to 90 per cent of mares abort, 
There is a possibility that an occasional 
abortion may result from the first vaccin. 
ation of pregnant mares. There should 
be little danger of abortion due to yae. 
cination after an immunization program 
is established.” 

Research is being carried out at U. K. 
on arteritis, The virus has been grown 
in tissue cultures, and experiments de. 
signed to develop a vaccine for this dis. 
ease have given promising results: how: 
ever, no vaccine is yet available. The 
University is also studying a true influ. 
enza_ virus. which was_ isolated from 
horses during an outbreak of respiratory 
disease in Prague. Czechosolvakia. Horses 
experimentally inoculated with the Czech. 
oslovakian virus did not have the fever 
or other evident illness. They did. how- 
ever, develop anti-bodies against this 
A-type influenza virus. There is blood 
test evidence that this infection is present 
in horses in the United States. 

For some time there had been contro- 
versy in veterinary literature as to whether 
strangles was caused by a_ streptococcus 
infection or by a secondary streptococcus 
infection conditioned by a_ respiratory 
virus. The U. K. research proved _ that 
properly prepared cultures of Strep- 
tococcus equi caused strangles. No virus 
was needed. From information accumu- 
lated from infection experiments a_bae- 
terin was developed, and it) was shown 
(by its use in experimental horses) to 
protect against large doses of 
Streptococcus equi. The bacterin was used 
in 16 outbreaks of strangles. involving 
3.152 horses. and each outbreak was in- 
terrupted by the use of the bacterin. The 
bacterin is of no value in foals under 3

Unless 
these unknown agents can be captured 
and studied in the laboratory. the prob- 
lems of respiratory infection in horses 
cannot be satisfactorily resolved. We 
therefore would like to be informed of 
any outbreak (not individual cases) of 
respiratory disease occurring in horses on 
farms or at race tracks and to have an 
opportunity to see the animals and to 
attempt to isolate the agents involved in 
the disease.” 


Unsoundness 


The following paper on unsoundness 
was presented by Dr. A. H. Davidson, 
Lexington veterinarian. 


One principal contributing factor to un- 
soundness of the horse is the horse’s own 
immaturity at the time of his racing ca- 
reer. We all recognize this fact and then 
promptly disregard it. But we must not 
disregard this most important fact. or in 
the future there will be no sound older 
horses (that’s what we are running out of 
today). The trend toward 2-year-old racing 
is so strong that they are. in my opinion. 
raced far too much and far too fast at 
this early age. 


Dr. A. H. Davipson 


It is said frequently that horses are 
softer—less fit—than they were years ago. 
I can not hold with this thought. We do 
over-feed sale horses in some cases. and 
they are soft. Over-confining may be even 
more harmful. Then we may not take 
enough time getting them away from sales 
condition into training condition. This 
could be a point of danger and damage 
for the young horse. 

It is true that yearlings and early 2- 
year-olds go faster in training than they 
did in years gone by. In other words. 


an immature colt is fast enough to tea; 
himself to pieces physically. 

It is also true that racing conditions 
make it profitable to race young. horses, 
I would like some judgment used along 
with this practice. Stakes payments jp 
races make everyone afraid to stop a lame 
horse. I've often asked trainers to leaye 
the “harness” off a horse for a few days, 
and they refuse if the horse can 
enough by the watch. even though he js 
lame. 

It seems that the most frequent request 
one hears is for medication to hold this 
horse for his next race. “He has 
lame all season, but we would like to 
race him some more.” Chances are that 
he has been losing races he could have 
won if he had been sound—but he was 
never given a chance to recover from this 
lameness. 

To me. this whole modern approach to 
treatment of unsoundness is far out of 
balance. Racing horses that are not at 
their best is to me false economy. It is 
wrong not to take a good colt or horse 
out of training and try to get him well 
rather than going on because he can. 

All the veterinary science and research 
in the world can’t replace good horseman- 
ship and good judgment. It has been my 
privilege to discuss problems with some 
of the good horsemen of the past and 
present. and nearly all the best horsemen

What is the story about Dotted Swiss? He 
didn’t race at 2, he made four starts at 3, but 
from June 28 through August 6, 1960, he be- 
came one of America’s great handicappers.

Point two: Knowing when a lameness 
is critical as far as performance is con- 
cerned, and knowing when to stop a horse 
short of breaking down with permanent 
damage. is very important knowledge. 
This is particularly true in the case of 
yearlings and 2-year-olds. Many leg ail- 
ments come on gradually and can be ob- 
served. When the point ‘is reached where 
joint damage is severe. continuing on in 
training may injure joint structure beyond 
repair. This situation is seen often. and 
may be more serious now than in the past. 
because of the wide-spread acceptance of 
anti-inflammatory drugs which can dis- 
guise minor and sometimes major injuries. 

With reference to the group of drugs 
mentioned. I believe in their use. but there 
must be a diagnosis of the trouble and 
an evaluation of conditions along with 
this use. Soreness may be removed from 
a joint. but rest may be required also to 
allow healing of an injury already present. 
This is especially true with 2-year-olds. 
Permanent injury should be avoided if 
possible. 

There are many chronically sore horses 
which never can get completely well and 
can be raced reasonably sound using such 
drugs. These horses must be carefully 
considered. too. because they can be a 
menace in a field of horses in the event 
they should go completely down on the 
track. 

Returning to the immature horse: What

is immaturity? I can mention a_ few 
things that contribute to it. We see en- 


largements on the foal’s ankles. usually 
in July and August. Sometimes quite a 
knob appears on the top part of the ankle 
or feitlock. This is “epiphysitis.”” in other 
words an inflammatory process at the 
point where the shaft and the cap of the 
bone fuse in later life. In the young. this 
junction is cartilage. and as the animal 
ages the cartilage turns to bone. While 
it is cartilage. it can be moved or injured 
by undue strain. If moved or injured, the 
bone is stimulated and extra bone cells 
are produced. causing a visible enlarge- 
ment. These are verified by 
X-ray. They may or may not cause sore- 


processes 


ness, 

As a yearling. the same condition is 
frequently noted at the upper part of 
the knee. The enlargement is seen usually 
on the inside upper part. It is the distal 
end of the radius that is involved, and it 
will heal as the animal grows. The same 
condition takes place at shoulder and 
hip regions. but we must guess at a diag- 
nosis because tissues are too heavy for 
portable X-ray to penetrate. 

The point | make is that there are def- 
inite soft spots in the young animal. He 
is glued together in. spots. rather than 
being welded. This process is not over 
until the horse is approximately 51% years 
of age. 

In addition to the soft areas in the 
bone structures. there are ligaments and 
tendons attaching to the soft bones. Liga- 
ments tear loose from the bone. taking 
a flake of bone with them. The ligament

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itself is not mature and can be injured, 
Once a ligament is torn, it heals with , 
scar that shortens it. At the same tim 
it loses elasticity, making it liable to re. 
injury. If the ligament across a__ join, 
shortens. that joint loses same of its mo. 
tion and locomotion of the animal js re. 
strained to some degree. 

Let us suppose that the animal has q 
crooked leg and he is trained on it. The 
stress and strains are put on the soft 
tissues and bones in abnormal directions 
and to greater degrees. Something usually 
gives way. A bench-kneed horse pops out 
on the inside of his knee because that 
part of the knee bears most of the weight. 
An ankle thai turns in pulls loose around 
the outside suspensory, because it has 
to stretch farther. This is why a crooked 
young animal seldom can stand long, hard 
training and racing. If he is not hurt too 
early he probably could stand up under 
racing when he comes of age and reaches 
maturity. 

One thing that may be feasible is more 
thorough study of joint damage in race 
horses. In the living subject. we could use 
X-ray and thorough physical examination. 
The X-ray work would need to be done 
by one man, or one team of men, with all 
conditions standardized that the ex- 
posures would be comparable. 


so 


Going further, we have needed more 
post-mortem examinations by a competent 
pathologist who is not hurried. There is 
much to be correlated concerning joint 
injuries. It would be most helpful if some 
kind of history could be kept of horses 
and their ailments so that an autopsy 
could have a real background. 

For instance, there are many chronically 
lame horses. especially in the hind leg. 
that no one has ever accurately diagnosed. 
We take our best guess, but we cannot 
prove a thing if they stay lame. Stifle 
lameness is one of the areas for which we 
seldom get an autopsy because they are 
not lame enough to put down. I think that 
some evidence of damage may still be evi- 
dent vears later. and if someone could 
get such an animal along with a_ history 
we might learn something in time. I be- 
lieve a start is being made here (at U. k.) 
and I for one am in favor of plenty of 
aid to do whatever is necessary. 

The number of lame horses in_ racing 
stables seems to be rapidly increasing. 
Something concrete ought to be done to 
reverse this trend. We must recognize the 
limitations of the horse first, and then 
we must try to learn more about the dan- 
age we are doing to him as he matures.

Pensions for Officials 


Another project’ mentioned in the 
course of Shaffer's address was a pension. 
health. and welfare fund for race track 
officials. This plan. presented for discus- 
sion at the Tuesday morning executive 
session. was recommended to member 
tracks by Amory L. Haskell. chairman of 
a committee appointed last year to study 
the question. Haskell was supported by 
other members of the committee. Edward 
T. Dickinson. Donald P. Ross, Louis 
Smith, and James D. Stewart. Details of 
the proposal were presented by Bruce I. 
Gheen and John Gabel. of Retirement 
Plans, Inc. 

Haskell said that 10 TRA members and 
one other track, Beulah Park, had indi- 
cated their intention of joining in the 
plan. which goes into effect January 1. 
1962. Payments to the fund will be made 
only by the tracks, in order that they may 
retain full control and may reserve the 
privilege to withdraw. If the beneficiaries 
made payments. they would gain a meas- 
ure of control. 

New York and California pension plans. 
already in effect. constituted the basis 


Frank C. Rand, president of Turf and

from which the TRA committee construct- 
ed its proposal. Eligible for coverage will 
be officials in the following categories: 
steward. associate steward or patrol 
judge. racing secretary. assistant racing 
secretary. paddock judge. clerk of the 
scales. timer. placing judge. director of 
racing. and starter. Retirement benefits 
will range up to a maximum of $10.000 a 
year. 


Some objections were raised on the 
ground that the plan neglected other nop.

ranges than officials. Haskell answered 
that the plan for officials should go into 
effect at the first of the year. as sched. 
uled. and that other categories would be 
covered later under what he called Plan B.

story). His own opinion was that weights 
should be left to the discretion of racing 
secretaries. Bishop pointed out that the 
20-pound range is only rarely exceeded 
in North American handicaps and_ that 
in 1960 only one winner of a major race 
had a concession of more than 20 pounds. 
“I see no reason to limit the weights.” 
he concluded. Choisser objected strongly 
to a limitation which “tied the hands of 
the racing secretary.” 

Perlman added that he had suggested 
the 20-pound spread only in very rich 
races. From these. he said. “Let’s keep 
the dogs out.” 


Other Panels 


“How can race track advertising and 
publicity be improved?” moderator John 
G. Cella asked publicists Milton Feld- 
man. Don W. Gardner. Charles Johnson. 
Eddie Read. Joseph Ryle. and George B. 
Leach, successor to Feldman as president 
of Turf Publicists of America. From the 
experience of each of these came recom- 
mendations of effective procedures—edu- 
cation of desk-bound editors, preparation 
of short subjects for the moving picture 
industry. development of a TRA exhibit 
for the New York World’s Fair.

“What entertainment or diversion can 
be offered patrons before and between 
races?” Moderator Donald B. Smith pre- 
sented this question to a panel represent- 
ing management only: Philip J. Baker. 
Atlantic City; J. Sweeney Grant, Oak- 
lawn Park: John M. Heil. Timonium;

Also, cheap horses 
should not be allowed to run with real 
light weight. With racing luck they may 
beat a good horse. The 20-pound spread 


should not be limited to 110 to 132 
pounds.

A good horse should 
carry more weight. A good handicap horse 
should be able to carry more than 130 
pounds. 


Joun Loncpen. I am in favor of the 20- 
pound weight spread. The reason is that 
there are too many good horses being 
retired early because of adverse weight 
conditions. trying to make an ordinary 
horse beat a good horse. 


Eppiz Arcaro. | believe in the 20-pound 
weight spread—but not in the 110-to-130- 
pound class. A top horse in a handicap 
should carry 140 or 150 pounds. if neces- 
sary, and grade your horses from there. 
Horses should not be allowed in handi- 
caps too light. because it allows inferior 
horses to run where they do not belong. 
and it just clutters up the field. Then 
again. it is hard to get a first-class rider 
who can do real light weight.

The following dispatch is from the of- 
fice of the New York Racing Association, 


New electronic data processing equip- 
ment helped account for the millions of 
dollars that) passed through the pari- 
mutuel windows during the New York 
racing season. 

The new equipment—an IBM RAMAC 
305 computer—was on display at the an- 
nual meeting of the Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations. The new computer is used 
to help the men who balance the books 
at Aqueduct. Belmont Park. and Saratoga. 

The system is the first of its kind in the 
racing industry and, according to Frank 
M. Basil. NYRA vice president and treas- 
urer. it is being studied by racing associ- 
ations all over the U. S 

The machine keeps records on cashier 
business. outstanding tickets. payroll. la- 
bor distribution. stake nominations, and 
stable security. 

Heart of the system is a stack of whirl- 
ing “memory disks” on which information 
can be stored or retrieved electronically 
in less than a second. Recorded on the 
disks are the amount of money and num- 
ber of tickets sold on winning horses. At 
the close of the racing day. cashiers’ re- 
ports on the total number of tickets cash- 


ed and the amount of money paid out on 
each horse are compared with the total 
number of tickets that were sold on each 
horse that finished in the money. 

The result is a fast. accurate report on 
how much money is outstanding to pay 
uncashed tickets. faster end-of-day 
checkout for cashiers. and more detailed 
information for statistical reporting. The 
principal report. a daily balance of out- 
standing tickets. is sent to the New York 
State Tax Commission. Holders of win- 
ning tickets have until March 31 of the 
following year to redeem them. If unre- 
deemed. the money goes to the State of 
New York. According to track officials. 
this is a sizeable item. 

Here’s how the RAMAC works in proc- 
essing outstanding ticket records: after 
the cashier pays on win, place and show 
tickets. he marks an IBM ecard indicating 
the horses for which he cashed tickets on 
the race and the number of tickets he 
cashed. The card then goes to the data- 
processing room where it is automatically 
punched and put into the RAMAC. for 
processing. 

The computer locates the price of the 
ticket. which has been stored in the disk 
memory of the machine. and accumulates 
the cashier’s record for the amount of

money he cashed and the number of tick- 
ets he handled. 

At the end of the racing day. a card is 
prepared giving the money each cashier 
drew during the day and the amount he 
returned. From this card is produced a 
balance card indicating shortage. overage. 
or balance.

Battimore. A youngster who turned 21 
the day that Pimlico opened its autumn 
meeting and who never had sat on a race 
horse until he was 19 is the most promis- 
ing apprentice jockey to ride in Maryland 
since Howard Grant. 

Danny French. born November 13. 1940. 
on Long Island. is giving veteran Bill 
Zakoor quite a battle in the race for Pim- 
lico riding honors. He is certain to main- 
tain his record of being the leading ap- 
prentice at his fifth straight meeting. 

The youngster is under contract to B. 
Frank Christmas. one of a large family 
of Maryland men who train horses. 

“I'd like to go on working for Mr. 
Christmas even after my contract expires.” 
said the slight (5-foot-3). light (105 
pounds) French. “He’s patient with me. 
and takes the time to explain my mistakes 
to me. All he asks is that [ work hard. 
and I've tried to.” 

It was after French was graduated from 
Flushing High School that he gravitated 
to racing. He lived next door to a man 
who works for Dr. Alexander Kaye. phy- 
sician to many of the country’s leading 
jockeys and racing figures. who made an 
appointment for him with Hirsch Jacobs. 

The day after graduation. in the sum- 
mer of 1960. French reported to Jacobs 
for a job. and was surprised. as well as 
a little scared. when Jacobs threw him up 
on a mare named Clematis within minutes 
after the boy walked into the stable area. 
In company with a stable hand on a pony. 
French and Clematis headed onto the 
Aqueduct race track. 

“Gosh.” French recalled. “I had never 
even touched a horse before. I almost fell 
off a couple times and [I was dead tired 
from trying to stand up and keep my bal- 
ance. But I stayed on. and Mr. Jacobs 
gave me a job around the barn walking 
hots and working around the horses. 
About 2 weeks later. | was going out on 
horses by myself. and by late August. he 
let me ride in a race. I rode my first win- 
ner. a horse named Pelf. in September for

Zakoor is the kind of quiet professional 
athlete who could be out with injuries 5 
months. smile. and say this was his best 
year.

Hialeah Race Course. Inc... maintains 
a parking lot as a convenience for its 
patrons. While driving his automobile. 
Thomas F. Foley collided with a car being 
driven by another party. who was depart- 
ing from the parking lot. and Foley's car 
was damaged. 

Foley instituted an action in the Circuit 
Court of Dade County. Florida. against 
the race course to obtain money for the 
damage done to his car. He claimed that 
the race course “carelessly and negligent- 
ly supervised. maintained and controlled 
the said race track and parking area. in 
that there was an insufficient number of 
traffic attendants: that the said attend- 
ants were improperly stationed: that the 
said attendants were not performing their 
duties: and that there were insufficient 
traffic warning devices and controls.” 

The court rendered judgment in favor 
of the race course. and Foley appealed. 
The Supreme Court of Florida sustained 
the decision of the lower court. The Su- 
preme Court declared: “No factual alle- 
gation is made to indicate a breach of 


duty which proximately contributed to 
plaintiff's injury. The allegations are too 
vague and general to state a cause of ac- 
tion. The proximate cause of plaintiff's 
injury was by no act of defendant.” 


In a somewhat similar case. Mrs. Ross 
M. Porter purchased a ticket to park her 
automobile on enclosed land owned and 
maintained by the Los Angeles Turf Club. 
Inc. The ticket she received said. in part: 
“Auto Park—This Ticket Licenses the 
Holder to Park One Automobile in This 
Area—Lock Your Car—The Management 
Hereby Declares Itself Not Responsible

Mrs. Porter drove her car onto the Jo. 
parked. locked the car, and went to the 
races. The turf club did not take posses. 
sion of her car: the keys to it were fr. 
tained by her. and she was at all time 
entitled to remove it without surrendering 
the parking ticket or identifying herselj 
as the owner of the vehicle. During her 
absence from her car. it was removed and 
many of its parts and accessories were 
stolen. 

Mrs. Porter filed an action in the mu. 
nicipal Court of Los Angeles County, Cali- 
fornia. against the turf club to obtain 
damages for her loss. The court rendered 
judgment for Mrs. Porter. and the turf 
club appealed. The Appelate Department 
of the Superior Court reversed the deci- 
sion of the trial court. 

The Appellate Department stated: 
“Plaintiff. for the fee. acquired a mere 
license to park her car on defendant's 
premises. Defendant assumed no respon: 
sibility for safekeeping such car and is 
not liable for its theft or damage.”
